Federal Judge Hook's ruling In the 
Missouri, -Omaha and Gulf railroad 
test case, CTijptning enforcement of the 
Adamson act and holding it uncon- 
stitutional, null and 
void, was re- 
versed.

. The court's decision was five to four, 
with Justices ,-; Day, Pitney, Vande- 
•venter and McReynoids dissenting. 


Justice MoKenna concurred in the 
majority opinion, .but on slightly -lif- 
ferent grounds. Justice Day read his 
own dissenting opinion and Justice 
Pitney deliverer! the 'other dissenting 
opinion, In which 'Justice Vandeventer 
Joined.

. AGAINST THE 
LAW. 


. Justices Pitney and' Vandeventer, in 
their joint dissenting opinion, he'id 
that the law should be held uncon- 
stitutional and void because Congress, 
although confessedly not in possession 
of information necessary for intelli- 
gent and -Just treatment of the con- 
trol, arbitrarily imposed upon the rail- 
roads the entire and enormous cost- of 
an"ex-perimentol increase In wages."

opinion, Justice McKcnna differed, in 
that he believed the/law "an hours of 
service" statute and only secondarily 
a wage-fixing law, and thus within 
the power of Congress. ' 


: The chief justice, cited the "hours of 
service act" as an Instance of "hours 
of labor" legislation by Congress and 
aaid transportation was of both private 
and public interest. The dividing line; 
Is ao marked that government will not' 
destroy the private right," said White- 
"The power to regulate rests upon 
both the private and public interests 
Involved."
